Mountains After the Battle—Americans Have Only Six Soldiers Hurt— 

- One of the Most Interesting and Important Engagements of the 

War — Indian-fighting Tactics Were Eminently Successful — Boats 

Grounded in the Shallows of the Pasig River—Signal Fires Gave Warn- 

ing of Our Men’s Approach—The Commanding Officer Makes Recon-

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

MANILA, April 10, 7 p.m.—[By Manila Cable.] Santa 
Cruz, the Filipino stronghold on Lake Laguna de Bay, has 
fallen into the hands of Gen. Lawton’s expedition after some 
sharp, quick fighting, forming one of the most interesting 
and important battles of the war. The American command- 
ers worked perfectly, with the exception that the preceding 
expedition was delayed: owing to, navigation of the river. 
About 1500 picked men, commanded by Gen. Lawton, on 
account of the illness of Gen. King, partly surrounded the 
city, while the gunboats Laguna de Bay, Oeste and Rapidan, 
under the command of Capt. Grant of .the Utah battery, 


Gen. Lawton and his staff accompanied the troops, | 
sometimes: leading charges as in Indian-fighting tactics, 
which eventually resulted in the complete rout of .the rebels 
with the smallest amount of —— to the ial and slight 
loss to the Americans. 

The expedition started from San Pedro Macati at dusk, 
Satnrday, intending to capture Santa Cruz by assault at day- 
break, but in navigating the shallow Pasig River, perhaps 
through the cunning of the native pilots, who were not anx- 
ious to see, the Americans successful, several boats were 
grounded, and it was nearly dawn when the troops reached 
the lake. The expedition then steamed cautiously forward, 
the Rapidan and the Oeste a mile ahead of the Laguna de 
Bay, which guarded the rear. | 

Rebel signal fires, however, were lighted on the moun- 
tain tops, giving alarm of the approach of the troops. It was 
noon before the white church towers of the city appeared in 


dotted with occasional palm groves. 
A casco, with a force of 200 picked sharpshooters under 
Maj. Weisenberger, mostly belonging to the First Washington 


of the city. Then a few shells were sent toward the en- 
trenchments of the rebels at the edge of the woods, sending 
the enemy scampering inland. 

A number of Americans jumped into the water and, 
wading about four hundred yards, crept forward and formed 
in line, covering the landing of the remainder, which finished 
debarking about 5 o’clock. The three troops of. the Fourth 
Cavalry, unmounted, were sent ashore on a dangerous 
marshy point, directly south of the city, under fire of the 
enemy's trenches. 

_Meanwhile, in. the .town itself, there was utter silence 
and not a sign of life. Gen. Lawton, desiring to make an 
inspection and to give the inhabitants an opportunity to sur- 
render, went on board the Laguna de Bay and, accompanied 


the whole fleet watching anxiously. When it was discov- 
ered by the glasses that the trenches and stone buildings 
were swarming with white-clad soldiers the two boats 
withdrew, receiving volleys from the trenches thrown up on 
the marshy plain north of the city. The flotilla anchored in 
J | compact formation for the night, ready to resist any surprises 


from the rebel gunboats supposed to be in the lake. : 
At sunrise today (Monday) the assault commenced. The American outer lines, | 
south of the city, stretched two miles inland, and with the leftsweeping the shore, the 
army moved north, while the Fourth Cavalry men on the point advanced toward the 
city, pouring volleyson the trenches. Simultaneously the gunboats hovering along the 
shore shelled the woods ahead of the troops, driving the Filipinos inland. The Gat- 
lings cleared several trenches 

The whole brigade was divided intosquads of twelve, and the fighting was 
carried on in the old-time. frontier fashion, from benind trees, crawling through 
bushes or running across the open. The trenches that were not cleared by the gun- 
boats gave considerable resistance when the line was nearing the city, and the La- 
guna de Bay and Oesta bombarded for an hour in the hope of making them too warm 
for occupancy, but did not succeed in clearing them entirely.

WASHINGTON, April 10.—The final 
ceremony in the reéstablishment of 
peaceful relations between the United 
States and Spain will occur at the 
White House at 2 o'clock tomorrow, 
when the President and Ambassador 
Cambon, the latter acting for Spain, 
| will exchange ratifications of the treaty 
|of peace. The Spanish copy of the 
i treaty, signed by the Queen Regent and 
' Premier Silvela, arrived at'the French 
Embassy today. The officials of the 
embassy later called on Secretary Hay 
and the necessary arrangements for 
tomorrow's ceremony were made. The 
treaty forwarded by Spain is hand- 
somely engrossed on parchment in old 
English script, with double columns, 
one in Spanish and the other in Eng- 
lish. Its binding is of red Morocco, 
' heavily embossed in gold, which gives 
| the effect of the yellow and red col- 
ors of Spain. 

The United States copy of the treaty 
was finished today and placed in the 
possession of the President, at the 
White House. Like other treaties. to 
which the United States is a party, 
this document is a model of simplic-

Disgust—Paris Ambassadorship 
Would Serve Temporarily. 


(RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
WASHINGTON, (D. ©.,) April 10.— 
[Exclusive Dispatch.] It is perfectly 
eorrect to say in a newspaper dispatch 
from: Washington any night that Sec- 
retary Alger is going to leave Presi-«- 
dent McKinley's Cabinet. The only 
question: is, .when? There have beet, 
up to date, two important developments 
in the long and tedious process of get- 
ting rid of Alger. The first, which wags 
chronicled in The Times, was last wine 
ter when several big men in the Ree 
publican party made up their joint and 
collective minds that they would tel 
the President that he must dump Alger, 
They told President McKinley that, bug - 
he said he had confidence in Alger. 
This morning there appeared at the 
White House a United States Senator 
who had been mousing’ around the 
country trying to find out what the 
people think about Alger. He had cons 
siderable talk with President McKin- 
ley this morning, and he found out one 
thing: That the President has lost hig 
confidence in Alger, and at the first op- 
portunity will relieve him from charge 
of the War Department. That is a 
pretty bold statement, but. it is based 
upon absolute fact; upon what Prestie 
dent McKinley himself said this very 
This Senator told President McKirn- 
ley that the people of the whole couné 
try were simply disgusted with Alger, 
and he found out that the President ig 
somewhat disgusted with him himself, 
It is helt a thing te kick a Cabinet 
Minister inw the street, and that will 
not be done. Some soft spot will be 
found where Alger can land, so hig 
“honor,” as the Spaniards used to say, 
will remain in its present condition. 
There is a suggestion tonight that 
Alger would like to go as Ambassador 
to Paris, if Gen. Porter, the Ambassa- 
dor there, becomes Secretary of War. 
The President might give Alger this 
place safely enough, for it may be de- 
pended upon that his appointment will 
stand only long enough to allow the 
United States Senate to get a crack at 
it, when Alger would be Ambassador 
no more. However, today's big devel- 
opment is that Alger is doomed in the 
court of final resort, which is in Presie 
dent McKinley’s own mind. 
M'MILLAN MENTIONED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, April 10.—Persist- 
ent reports have been circulated here 
for some time of an intention on thé 
part of Secretary Alger to resigy 
after the inquiries into the conduct of

ROOSEVELT'S SPEECH. 

Gov. Roosevelt saia: 

“In speaking to you, men of the 
greatest city of the West; men of the 
State which gave to the country Lin- 
coln and Grant; men who pre- 
eminently and distinctly embody all 
‘thet is most American in the Ameri- 
can character, I wish to preach, not | 
the doctrine of ignoble ease, but the 
doctrine of the strenuous life; the life 
of toil and effort: of labor and strife: 
to preach that highest form of success 
which comes not to the man who deé- 
sires more easy peace, but to the man 
who does not shirk from danger; 
from hardship or from bitter toil; and . 
who out of these wins the splendid 
ultimate triumph. 

“A life of ignoble-ease, a life of 
that peace which springs merely from | 
lack either of desire or of power 
ta strive after great things; is as little 
worthy of a nation as of an, individ- 
ual. I ask only that Fvhat every 
self-respecting American demands 
from himself, and from his sons, shall | 
be demanded of the American nation | 
as a whole. Who among you would } 
teach your boys that, ease, that peace 
is to be the first consideration in their 
eyes—to be the ultimate goal. after 
which they strive. You men of Chi- 
c@go, have made this city great; you 
men of Illinois have done your share, | 
and more than our share, in making | 
America great, because you neither 
preach nor practice such a doctrine. 
You work yourselves, and you bring 
up your sons to work. 

“If you are rish and are worth 
your salt, you will teach your sons 
that chough they may have leisure, it 
is not to be spent in idleness: for 
wisely-used leisure merely means that 
those who posses it, being free from | 
the necessity of working for their 
livelihood, are all the more bound to 
carry on some kind of non-remunera- 
tive work in science, in letters, jin art, 
in exploration, in historical research— 
work of the type we most need in this 
country, the successful carrying-out 
of which refiects most honor upon the | 
Nation. We do not admire the man 
of timid peace. We admire the men 
who embodies victorious efforts, the 
man who never wrongs his neighbor, 
who is prompt to help a friend: but 
who has those virile qualities neces- 
eary to win the stern strife of actual 
life. It is hard to fail: but it is worse 
never to have tried ta succeed. In 
this life we get nothing save by effort. 


Freedom from effort in the present 
merely means that there has been 
stored-up effort in the past. A man 


can be freed from the necessity of work 
only by the fact that he or his father 
before him have worked to good pur- 
pose. 

“If the freedom thus purchased is 
used aright. and the man still does 
actual work, though of a different kind, | 
whether as a writer or a_ general: 
whether in the field of politics or in the 
field of exploration and adventure, he 
shows he deserves his good fortune. 
But if he treats this period of freedom 
from the need of actual labor as a 
period not of preparation, but of mete 
-enjoyment, even though perhaps not of 
vicious enjoyment, he shows that he is | 


simply a cumberer on the earth's sur-. 


face, and he surely unfits himself to 
hold his own with his fellows, if the 
need to do so should again arise. A 
mere life of ease is not in the end a 
very satisfactory life. and. above all, 
it a life which ultimately untfits 
those who follow it for serious work 
in the world. 

“As it is with the individual, so it is 
with the nation. It is a base untruth 
‘to say that happy is the nation that 
has no history. Thrice happy is the 
nation that has a glorious history. Far 
better is it to dare mighty things: to 
win glorious even though 
checkered by failure, than to take rank 
with those poor spirits who neither en- 
joy much nor suffer much, because 
they live in the gray twilight that 
knows neither victory nor defeat. 

“Tf, in 1861, the men who loved the 
Union had believed that peace was the 
end of all things, and war and strife 
the worst of all things, and had acted 
up to their belief, we would have saved 
hundreds of thousands of lives: we 
would have saved hundreds of millions 
of dollars. Moreover, besides saving 
all the blood and treasure we then 
lavished, we would have prevented the 
heart-break of many women, the deso- 
lation of many homes; and we would 
have spared the country those months 
of gloom and shame, when it seemed 
as if our armies marched only to de- 
feat. We could have avoided all this 
suffering simply by shrinking from 
strife. And if we had thus avoided it, 
we would have shown that we were 
weaklings, and that we were unfit to 
stand among the great nations of the 
earth.

we had better not have begun the 
task at all. It is worse than idle to 


say that we have no duty to perform 
and.can leave to thir fates the isl- 
ands we have conquered. Such a course 


would be the course of infamy. It 
would be fdllowed at once bv utter 
chaos.in the  wretehed- islands them= 
selves. Some stronger, manlier power 
would have to step dan and do the 
work: and we would have shown our- 
selves weaklings, unable to carry to 


successful completion the labors that 
great and high-spirited nations are 
eager to undertake. 

“The work must-—be-dene-—We- can- 
not escape our responsibility, and if 
we are worth our salt we shall be glad 
of the chance to do the work—glad of 
the chance to show ourselves equal to 
one of the great tasks set by modern 
civilization. But let us not deceive our- 
seives as to the- importance of the task. 
Let us not be misled hy vain-glory into 
underestimating the strain it will put 
on our powers. Above all, let us, as 
we Value our self-respect, face the re- 
sponsibilities with proper seriousness, 
-ourage and high resolve. We must 
demand the higtrest order of integrity 
ind ability in our public men who are 
fo grapple with these new problems. 
We must hold to a right accounta- 
bility those public servants who show 
unfaithfulness to the interests of the 
nation or inability to rise ¢o the high 
level of the new demands upon our

NEEDS OF TODAY. 

“Now, apply all {pis to our public 
men of today. Our army has never 
heen built up as it should be built up. 
I shall not discuss with an audience 
like this the puerile suggestion that a 
nation of seventy millions of freemen 
is in danger of losing its liberties from 
the existence of an army of 100,000 
men, three-fourths of whom will be 
employed in certain foreign islands, in 
eertain coast fortresses, and on Indian 
reservations. No man of good sense 
and stout heart can take such a prop- 
osition seriously. If we are such 
weakHnes as the  propostion- implies, 
then we are unworthy of freedom in 
any event. To no body of men in the 
United States is the country so much 
indebted as to the splendid officers and 
enlisted men of the regular army and 
navy; there is no body from which the 
country has less to fear; and none of 
which it should be prouder, none which 
it should be more anxious to upbuild. 

“Our army needs complete reorgan- 
ization—not merely enlarging—and the 
reorganization can only come as the 
result of legislation. A proper general 
staff should be established, and the 
positions of ordnance, . commissary 
and quartermaster officers should be 
filled by detail from the line. Above 
all, the army must be given the chance 
to exercise in large bodies. Never 
again should we see, as we saw in the 
Spanish war, major-generals in com- 
mand of divisions, who had never be- 
fore commanded three companies -to- 
gether in the field. Yet incredible to 
relate, the recent Congress has showed 
a queer inability to learn some of the 
léssons of the war. There were large 
bodies of men in both branches who 
opposed the declaration of war; who 
opposed the ratification of peace; who 
opposed the upbuilding of the army, 
and who even opposed the purchase of 
armor at a reasonable price for’ the 
battleships and cruisers, thereby put- 
ting an absolute stop to the building 
of any new fighting ships for the navy. 

“If. during the years to come, any 
disaster should befall our arms, afloat 
or ashore, and thereby any shame 
come to the United States, remémber 
that the blame will lie upon the men 
whose names appear upon the roll 
calls of Congress on the wrong side of 
these great questions. On them will 
lie the burden of ahy loss of: our sol- 
diers and sailors, of any dishonor to 
the flag; and upon you and the people 
of this country will lie the blame, if 
you do not repudiate, in no unmistaka- 
ble way, what these men have done. 
The blame will not rest upon the un- 
trained commander of untried troops; 
upon the civil officers of a department, 
the organization of which has been 
left utterly inadequate; or upon the 
Admiral with insufficient number of 
ships; but upon the public men who 
have so lamentably failed in fores

We must see that there 
is civic honesty, civic cleanliness, civic 
good sense in our home administra- 
tion of city, State and nation. We must 
strive for honesty in office, for honesty 
toward the creditors of the nation and 
of the individual; for the widest free- 
dom of individual initiative where it 
is hostile to the welfare of the many. 
But because we set our own household 
in order, we are not thereby excused 
from doing duty to the State: for if 
one fails in this second duty, it is under 
the penalty of ceasing to be a free- 
man. In the same way, while a na- 
tion’s first duty is within its own bor- 
ders, it is not merely absolved from 
facing its duties in the world as a 
whole: and if it refuses to do _ so,: it 
merely forfeits its right to struegle 
for a place among the peoples that 
shape the destiny of mankind.

ment. Resistance must be stamped out. 


The first and all-important work to be 
done is to establish the supremacy of 
our flag. We must put down armed re- 
sistance before we can accomplish any- 
thing else, and there should be no par- 
leying, no faltering in dealing with our 
foe. As for those in our country who 
encourage the foe, we cam afford con- 
temptuously to disregard them; but it 
must be remembered that their utter- 
ances are saved from being treasonable 
merely from the fact that they are de- 
spicable. 

“When once we have put down armed 
resistance, when once our rule is ac- 
knowledged, then an even more diffi- 
cult task will. begin, for then we must 
see to it that the islands are adminis- 
tered with absolifite honesty and with 
good judgment. If we let the ,public 
service of the islands be turned into 
the prey of the spoils politician, we 
shall have begun to ‘tread the path 
which Spain trod to her own destruc- 
tion. We must send out there only 
good and able men, chosen for their 
fitness.and not because-of their parti- 
san service, and these men must not 
only administer with honesty and fidel- 
ity, but must show the utmost tact and 
firmness, remembering that with such 
people as those with whom we are to 
deal, weakness is the greatest of 
crimes, and that next to weakness 
comes lack of consideration for their 
principles and prejudices. 

“I preach to you, then, my country- 
men, that our country calls not for 
the life of ease, but for the life of 
strenuous endeavor. The twentieth 
century looms before us big with the 
fate of many nations. If we stand 
idly by, if we seeK merely swollen, 
slothful ease, and ignoble peace, -if 
we shrink from; the hard contests 
where men must win at hazard of 
their lives and at the risk of all they 
hold dear, then the bolder and stronger 
people will pass us by and will win 
for themselves the domination of the 
world. Let us, therefore, boldly face 
the life of strife, resolute.to da vur 
duty well and, manfully; resolute to 
uphold righteousness by deed and by 
word, resolute to be both honest and 
brave, to serve high ideals, yet to use 
practical methods. Above all, let us 
shrink from no strife, moral or 
physical, within or without the na- 
tion, provided we are certain that the 


strife is justified: for it is only 
through. strife, through hard and 
dangerous endeavor, that we_- shall 


ultimately win the goal of true na- 
tional greatness.” 

Before Gov. Roosevelt delivered his 
@ddress Gen, John C,.- Black of Chi- 


cago spoke of “Grant,’’ and eulogized 
the great commander in a warm 


happy manner. His remarks were 
greeted with much applause. Congress- 
man Evan Settle of Kentucky followed 
with @n address on “Lee.” The ap- 
plause which had greeted the_—ire- 
marks of Gen. Black found its counter- 
part in the cheers that . met the 
Kentuckian’s. praise for the great 
Southern leader. 

Charles Emory Smith of Philadelphia 
closed the addresses relating to the civil 
war by an address on “The Union.”’ 
His remarks were met with the great- 
est applause, and his sentiment that 
the flag which flew over the men that 
follawed Grant, now flew alike for 
those who marched with Lee, and 
would continue to fly for both, called 
forth cheers of approval. 

At the conclusion of the banquet, 
Gov. Roosevelt spent a short time in 
his hotel, and was then driven to the 
Michigan Central depot, where he took 
the train far Ann Arbor, where he is 
to address the students of the Michi- 
gan University tomorrow.

PANA'S DEADLY RIOT. 


SEVEN PERSONS KILLED AND) 
NINE WOUNDED. - 


Henry Stevens Starts the Bloodshed 
by Going Gunning for Sheriff 
Downey on the Street. 


NEGRO SHOT AND ‘CAUGHT. 


COLORED MINERS BREAK LOOSE IN 
INDISCRIMINATE SLAUGHTER. 


Three Women Among the Victims. 
Citizens Take Up the Fight as 
Deputies—Arrival of Mili- 
tary Ends It. 


LASSOCLATED PRESS NIGHT 

PANA April 10.—A deadly 
riot, the most serious disturbance that 
has occurred here since the union min- 
ers instigated the strike of April, 1898, 
was enacted today, resulting in seven 
persons being shot to death and nine 
wounded, as follows: 


Dead: 
FRANK COBURN, citizen. 4 
XAVIER LECOCQ, Frenchman, 


union miner. 

Four negro men. 

One negro woman. 

Wounded: 

FRANK LANDSWORTH, shot in 
hand. 

MRS. HENRIOT, shot in left arm. 

WILL KUHN, laundryman, shot in 
leg and hand. 

CYRUS STRICKLER, shot in back. 

ALBERT VICKERS, shot in hand. 

GEORGE KIMBALL, farmer, shot in 
right arm. 

HENRY STEVENS, negro, shot in 
neck. 

CASS PROFITT, shot in foot. 

CARRIE FELIX, shot in breast. 

The situation quieted down at night 
_ and no more trouble was looked 
or. 

Adjt.-Gen. Reece, Col. A. Culver and 
three companies of infantry arrived at 
6 o’clock this evening on special trains, 
and perféct order was maintained 
throughout the town from that time on. 
The troops now here are Co. H from 
Decatur, under Capt. Castle; Co. C, 
from Springfield, under First Lieut. 
Bauman, and Co. B, from Taylorville, 
under Capt. B. Parish. The soldiers 
immediately began patrolling the 
streets throughout the entire town. 
Miners stood about in groups talking, 
but there was no outward manifesta- 
tion of excitement, although it was 
evident that great indignation existed, 
especially among the townspeople, over 
the shooting of the citizens and women. 

Henry Stevens, a negro miner, who 
has iong been considered a leader 
among his. associates, is declared to 
have been the direct cause of the riot. 
It is said he was also the leader of the 
riot that occurred last— September. 
Stevens has long cherished hatred for 
Sheriff Downey, and has openly made 
threats that he would kill him-on sight. 
Yesterday he was on the streets with 
a revolver, saying he was looking for 
Sheriff Downey. 

He continued this today, and Sheriff 
Downey came upon him in Locust 
street. The Sheriff commanded. Stev- 
ens to deliver the revolver, and told 
him he was under arrest for carrying 
concealed weapons. Stevens, without 
a word instantly leveled his weapon 
and fired at the Sheriff, but the bul- 
let flew wild. The Sheriff immediate- 
ly opened fire on the negro. Deputy 
Sheriff Cheney heard the shooting and 
rushed to join Sheriff Downey. 

Stevens took to his heels, and suc- 
ceeded in gaining Penwell’s store in 
Locust street, the principal thorough- 
fare, two blocks distant, and took his 
stand in the entrance. He hesitated 
there an instant and then stepped to 
the pavement, leveled his revolver 
down the street toward his approach.- 
The bullet 
missed the deputy, and struck Xavier 
Lecocq, a Frenchman, who was stand- 
ing in the entrance of a near-by sa- 
loon, squarely in the forehead, Kill- 
ing him instantly. Stevens then turned 
and ran into the Penwell store, and 
sought refuge behind a counter. 

By this time the streets were rap- 
idly filling with men, all of whom bore 
weapons. Deputy Cheney dashed into 
the store, followed by Denuty Joe 
Mullen and several citizeris. “A fusil- 
lade of bullets was poured into the 
store, and Stevens emptied his revolver 
at his assailants from behind the 
counter. The infuriated crowd at the 
door continued the fire, and Stevens, 
seeing that death was inevitable, if 
he remained behind the counter, made 
a desperate dash from his cover to a 
stairway in the rear of the store. 

He fell, pierced by six bullets, before 
he had gone ten feet. One of the bul- 
lets had gone through his neck, another 
through his back and the other wounds 
were of a minor nature. The fighting 
stopped instantly, and Sheriff Downey 
ran to the wounded negro and placed 
him under arrest. Stevens is a negro 
of robust build, big and brawny. The 
shock of his numerous wounds did not 
apparently hurt him, for he swore and 
said to the deputy: “I surrender.” and 
with blood. pouring down his clothing, 
walked with his captor to a physician's 


office, where he was given medical at- | 


tention. He was then taken to jail. 
Meanwhile the riot was raging in the 
street. As soon as the first shots had 


been fired, the whistle of the electric- | 


light plant was blown as a signal for 
Foor citizens, the majority of whom 
had long before been sworn as depu- 
ut, armed and ready to 
fight. At the 
the Pana and Penwell mines, which 
are located about four blocks distant. 


from the Penwell store, which is the * 


center of the town, rushed into the 
tipples and opened fire on the thronged 
streets, the news that Stevens, cne of 
their number, had been shot and er- 
rested arousing them to a pitch of 
fury. They shot at any living mark. 
in sight, and as a result among their 
victims are three women, two of whom 
are white wemen, wounded, and one 
negro woman dead. 

The military, upon arrival. immedi- 
ately arrested every deputy sheriff, in- 
cluding Chief Deputy Cheney, all of 
whom were disarmed and then re- 
leased. Chief of Pelice William Kiely 
was also arrested by the coldiers, and 
on being taken before Col. Culver, was 
disarmed. 

Frank Colburn, the local agent for a 
brewing company, was standing in the 
door of his bottling house near the 
Penwell coal mine, when a hullet from 
the Penwell tipple killed him. . 

Frank Landsworth is a grocer's de- 
livery boy. He was delivering goods 
near the Penwell mine and was 
wounded in the forehead. 

Carrie Felix, a waitress at the Har- 
rison Hotel, was shot in the side by a 
bullet that entered the kitchen win- 
dow from the Pana mine. 

Albert Vickers was wounded while 
standing on the Big Four _ station 
platform. 

Farmer George Kimball was wounded 
just as he stepped from a Big Four 
train. 

Cyrus Strickler was struck by a bul- 
let while sitting in the house of @ 
neighbor. 

Cass Proffitt was wounded in the 
street. 

An unknown negro was killed in the

THAT'S WHAT GEN. MILES HINKS 
CANNED BEEF Is. 
uf 


Reporter Reid Gives Testimony as 
to an Interview He Had With 
the Commander-in-Chief — Rear- 
Admiral Walker Says Surveyors 
on the Isthmus Did not Like the 
Staff. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, April 10.—The army 
court of beef inquiry resumed its ses- 
sion at 10 o’clock today with Rear- 
Admiral John G. Walker, president of 
the Nicaraguan Canal Commission, on 
the stand. He said that canned roast 
beef has been used by the commission's 
surveying parties on the isthmus. The 
men did not like this beef, preferred 
bacon and the fresh native beef, but it 
had not been found unwholesome. 

Dr. Charles H. Castle, an assistant 
surgeon of the First Ohio Cavalry, for 
a time brigade surgeon, said that their 
beef had been chemically treated, and 
that on two occasions he found the 
meat spoiled after it had passed inspec 
tion. 

Sidney Reid, a reporter in the New 
York office of the Associated ‘Press, 
gave the particulars of an interview 
he had with Gen. Miles at the Waldorf- 
In this in- 
terview Gen. Miles was represented as 
telling of the inquiries he had set afoot 
concerning’ the beef supplied to the 
army, and as saying that the canned 
roast beef was nothing more than the 
refuse of beef from which beef extract 
had been made; also as stating that he 
had overwhelming evidence that the 
was treated with 
chemicals. 

Reid presented the court with a cor- 
rect copy of the interview as prepared 
by him. Referring to an interview with 
Gen. Miles, printed in the New York 
Herald, Reid said it was not a correct 
reproduction of the Miles interview. 

“T saw portions of my interview in 
the Herald,” he said, ‘‘combined with 
other matter which.I did not write.” 

In reply to questions from Maj. Lee 
Reid said he did not have Gen. Miles’s 
testimony before the war investigation 
commission in mind when he talked 
with him or-when he wrote his article. 
His conversation with Gen. Miles had 
occurred in the office of the hotel, and 
the latter had at first declined to be 
interviewed, excusing himself several 
times. Upon a, later attempt on his 
part, Gen. Miles had consented to read’ 
what purported to be interviews with 
him in the New York evening papers 
of that date, and had then expressed 
himself as represented in the Associ- 
ated Press dispatches. 

Reid said that Gen. Miles knew he 
represented .the Associated Press, and 
that he was taking notes. On the way 
to his office he had compared his mem- 
orandum with that made by the re- 
porter of the New York Times, who 
was present at the time, and bad found 
they egreed substantially. 

“T don’t claim that the verbiage is 
absolutely correct,” he said, “‘but I do’ 


claim that it is correct in substance, 


| 


dnd that it does not misrepresent what 

Gen. Miles said.” 
Moreover, he had volunteered.to sub- 

mit the interview to Gen. Miles when 


written out, but the general had said - 


that he was too busy to give attention 
to it, of had made some other excyse, 
consequently the general had not seen 
the article after it was. prepared. The 
‘court then adjourned for the day. 

Gen. Shafter was in the courtroom for 
a time during the day.

SWEDEN AND NORWAY.

SEATTLE (Wash.,) April 10.—[({Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] An expedition which 
is to explore an known section of 
Alaska left Dawson the first week in 
March. It is composed of J. O. Jack-: 
son, Martin Gorman and Richard Ed- 
monds. They will explore the head- 
waters of the White, Tanana, Copper 
and Koskokwin rivers, finally return- 
ing. to Yukon by way of Tanana. Not 
less than 1100 miles will be covered 
on snowshoes. The trip will occupy 
five months. 

The party is accompaniued by a 
band of Indian hunters, and will sup- 
ply their larder with their guns after 
the two months’ supplies taken along 
are exhausted. The secret of the 
expedition is the location of some enor. 
mous ledges of rich copper. The pos- 
sibilities of agriculture in the unknown 
country will also be looked into. 

Dave Closky of the Klondike Trad- 
ing Company of San Francisco partici. 
pated in the stampede to Nine-mile 
Creek late in.ffebruary, and was 
brought back to Dawson with his feet 
badly frozen. He fell through the ice 
on Indian River. The Indian River 
discoveries are said to have attracted 
a great deal of attention of late, and a 
number of stampedes have taken place. 

It cost a Klondike miner $100 a few 
days ago for shooting a Malamoot dog 
that had robbed his cache and was 
running away with his bacon. Capt. 
- Steens of the mounted police held that 
the man should not®@ have taken the 
law into his own hagds. In a case of 
this kind, a dog hé a much better 
chance than a man’ The law would 
probably justify the killing of a man 
under similar circumstances. : 
‘Commissioner McCook at Dawson is 
preparing to send out a party to pho- 
tograph and investigate the alleged 
Russian boundary mounds found east 
of Dawson by a party of Finlanders 
some time ago. 


THROUGH DUTCH SPECTACLES.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 10.—-The 
German “Democrat, published in this 
city, has.received a letter from one of 
the chief German officials at Samoa, 
which is interesting as giving the Ger- 
man views of the complications at 
Apia.

The Mateafans are anxious for 
the allied forces to come out and fight 
in the open where they, with their na- 
tive implements of war, will have a 
chance against the modern weapons 
used by the Americans. The letter 
says that Admiral Kautz gave no 
warning of the bombardment, but .that 
when it first commenced people thought 
a salute had been fixed. According to 
the correspondent, British Consul Maxe 
is greatly blamed for the troubles, and 
there seems to be an inclination among 
the Germans to hold the British respon- 
sible for the war instead of the Ameri- 
rans. 

The German commander of the 
Falke, in addition to taking on board 
women and children of his own nation- 
ality, extended to American and Eng- 
lish women and children the hospital- 
ity of his ship, which was greatly over- 
*rowded. The German correspondent 
says that Admiral Kautz thanked the 
Germans for this courtesy by shelling 
the German consulate. The admiral 
later attributed the firing on the con- 
sulate to poor ammunition. The in- 
mates of the French mission were 
zreatly alarmed at the firing, and one 
‘girl was slightly wounded. Admiral 
Kautz was requested to take her on 
board the Philadelphia, but he declined, 
saving the ship was no institute for 
rirls. The German writer adds: ‘““What 
a pity that Lieut. Hobson was not on 
hoard the Philadelphia!”’

INSPECTOR-GENERAL BRECKIN- 
RIDGE'S VIEWS OF IT. 


Tells What He Found of His Recent 
Tour of Inspection There and 
in Porto Rico. 


CONDITIONS VASTLY IMPROVED 


UNREST RECAUSE CUBANS HAVE NO 
VOICE IN GOVERNMENT. 


Importance for All Reasons of 
Road Construction—Porto Ricans 
in Grave Danger of 


[A: P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Apri! 106.—A_ dispatch 
to the Herald from Washington says 
Inspector-General Breckinridge, who 
has just returned from an inspection 
trip in Cuba and Porto Rico, in an 
interview says: 
“Since the United States has been 
in possession of Cuba the condition of 
the island has naturally immeasurably 
improved. I have no idea that there 
is any danger of an insurrection 
against the United States. The minds 
of the people at this moment are on 
the questian of the ‘payment of §$3,- 
000.000 to the Cuban insurgents. After 
this has been settied they will devote 
themselves to a discussion of the kind 
of government Cuba shall have. after 
the American troops have been with- 
drawn. There will be no trouble from 
the Cubans as a people during military 
occupation, but 1 feel sure that after 
Our troops are.brought home thére 
will be disturbances. 

“We are not going about the matter 
of fitting the Cubans for self-govern- 
ment in the right manner. It seems to 
me that the first thing we ought to do 
is to have an election, by the people, 
of a convention to draft a constitu- 
tion. If that constitution is nof satis- 
factory we can set it aside. But we 
ought to find out what the people are 
willing and able to do. As it is, the 
island is governed by American sol- 
diers, enforcing Spanish laws on which 
are engrafted American ideas, the re- 
sult being confusion. 

“Our Constitution guarantees every 
man the right to a fair trial by a jury 
of his peers at the place where the 
erime shall have been committed. An 
offender against the law in Cuba has 
ne such privilege. He is examined by 
an Official who represents what might 
be compared with our grand jury, and’ 
if his report is unfavorable, the pris- 
oner is brought before a judge for ex- 
amination. who certifies him to an Ap- 
pellate Court. Six months have been. 
taken up in these operations. Besides 
the prisoner may be sent for tria] far 
from the point where the crime was 
committed. 

“Unrest pervades Cuba because the 
people have no voice in their govern- 
ment. They know that the United 
States cannot at present take the 
island. no matter how much we would 
like to do so. I am confident that if 
a vote were taken in Cuba today on a 
Proposition of annexation to the 
United States, it would be adopted 
by @ Vote of two to one. The Span- 
ish element prefer annexation, apa 
many of the Cubans also, for they 
do not know, after the expiration of 
the United States rule. whether 8900 

or’ 10,000 former insurgents will rule 
the island, or whether the people will. 

“I have served on the plains many 
years, and I found the quickest way to 
unite people was by effecting prompt 
communication. Keeping the provinces 
of Puerto Principe and Santiago de 
Cuba isolated, retards their develop- 
ment. If. under the terms of the Fora- 
ker amendment, a railroad cannot be 
built. then good roads agers be built. 
We are pauperizing the Cubans by 
Riving them rations. The construction 
of roads would permit their employ- 
ment and would soon make them self- 
supporting. Furthermore, the building 
of roads would result in the return of 
circulation of more than a million dol- 
lars which has been collected in pay- 
ment of taxes. 

“Gomez desires to be the deliverer 
of Cuba, and he knows that to be such 
the island must be independent. He is 
the Cuban army, and his word is the 
unanimous wish of his subordinates. 
It may be accepted, therefore. that he 
will oppose with. all his strength the 
annexation of the island to the United 
States. I do not believe that he had 
under his flag during the insurrection 
10.000 men and practically all of 
them were negroes. 

“The people of Porta Rico are much 
better situated from a climatic point 
of view than are those of Cuba. but it 
is evident that unless Congress takes 
action. under which the products of 
the island may find a market in this 
country, there is grave danger of 
etarvation.

WAR FAR FROM ENDED. 


‘Majority of the Army in the Philip- 


pines are of This Opinion. 
{A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT. ] 


“4 ‘MANILA, April 7, wired from Hong- 


kong, April 10—[By Asiatic Cable.] 
Though hundreds of Filipinos are daily 
returning to their homes and are de- 
sirous of, resuming peaceful pursuits, 
and though the proclamation issued by 
the United States Philippine Commis- 
sion has given an impulse to this move- 
ment, the war is far from ended. One 
of the foremost American generals said 
recently: 

“We will see a hundred thousand 
soldiers in the Philippines before the 
Americans control the islands,” and a 
majority of «he army are of his opinion. 
Wt is generally considered that great 
reinforcements are necessary, there not 
being a sufficient number of American 
troops in the archipelago to make con- 
quest of the Island of Luzon and hold 
those occupied; and it is thought that 


{it would be cheaper in the long run and 


have a better effect among the natives 


- toa establish American supremacy ef- 


fectively than. to temporize with a 
score of rebellions. 

All the’ stories told by prisoners and 
friendly natives agree that a majority 
of the insurgents would be glad to quit 
fighting, but that there are enough 
professional revolutionists left to in- 
fest he country with bands of hundreds 
of men, and to demoralize business for 
years to come. Some high Americans 
believe that the government would 
wisely expend money in buying off 
Aguinaldo and his clique of influential 
Filipinos. Foreigners in Manila think 
the Americans are too optimistic as to 
the effects of the proclamation. They 
say that «he weakness of the procla- 
mation lies in the fact that the natives 
have so long dealt with the Spaniards 
that they are unable to realize what 
its words mean, or that the purport of 
its promises is ything but a snare. 

A majority of the United States 
volunteers are eager to return home; 
and “‘we did not enlist to fight niggers” 
is a remark that is constantly heard. 
While braver work than they are doing 
is impossible to find, they consider 
that there is small glory in guerrilla 
warfare, the dangers and hardships of 


which cannot be appreciated at home. | 


The volunteers construe their. enlist- 
ment “‘to the close of the war’ to apply 
to the war with Spain, and they wish 
to be relieved by regulars. . 

The Spanish system of defending Ma- 
nila by a line of blocKhouses may be 
adopted by the American authorities 
here during the wet season, as it re- 
quires fewer men than the trench de- 
fenses, and lessens the chances of sick- 
ness among the defenders.

GEN. H.G. OTIS’S REPORT. 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT OF FIGHT- 
ING AROUND CALOOCAN. 


Covers a Period from February 4 
Up to Washington’s Birthday. 
. Gallant Coaduct of Troops in 
the Face of the Enemy’s Gall- 
ing Fire. 


[A. P. BARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, April  11.—Adjt.- 


Gen. Corbin has received the first mail. 


report of the military operations about 
Manila since the Filipino ihsurrection 
began. It is made by Gen. Harrison 
Gray Otis, commanding the First Bri- 
gade of the Second Division of the 
Eighth Army Corps, and is dated ‘In 
the field near Caloocan, P. I., February 
22, 1899,’’ and describes the movements 
of his brigade from the 4th to the 22d 
of February. The regiments included 
are the Tenth Pennsylvania, Third Ar- 
tillery, First Montana Infantry, Twen- 
tieth Kansas Infantry and First Idaho 
Infantry. 

“When the alarm was given on the 
night of the 4th inst., Col. Hawkins, 


commanding the Tenth Pennsylvania

from their city barracks to support his.

Maj. Kobbe discovered a continuous 
firing line of insurgents, posted among 
the bushes and along the avall of the 
Chinese church on his flank, Maj. 
Kobbe ordered volley firing to begin 
from two of his batteries, driving back 
the enemy in considerable numbers. 
The forward movement was continued 
as far as the stone blockhouse, which 
was taken by Co. G, of the Twentieth 
Kansas, which company is highly 
praised by its then immediate com- 

e. 

In the action of February 10, the 
Third Artillery advanced, deploying 
on the ground in front of its original 
position and opening fire by command 
only. As the right cleared a ravine 
upon which it had previously rested, 
Maj. Bell, of the engineers, led a com- 
pany of. the Montana regiment for- 
ward out of the ravine, almost at right 
angles to Maj. Kobbe’s right front, 
evhose flank then practically rested “in 
the air.”. The Montana men were fir- 
ing as they advanced upon the insur- 
gent intrenchments, and by doing so 
rendered timely aid to the forward 
movement of the Third Artillery. 

On receipt of information that his 
outposts had been attacked and. had 
fallen back to St. Lazare Cemetery, 
Cel.

The 
enemy’s fire, which was concealed, 
came from the woods about 200 yards

FUNERAL OF FIELD. 


WILL TAKE PLACE NEXT THURS- 
DAY AT WASHINGTON, 


President and Mrs. McKinley Send 
‘@ Basket of Roses and a Message 
of Sympathy—Many Telegrams of 
Condolence—Supreme Court Ad- 
journs, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, April 10. — The 
funeral of the late ex-Justice Field will 
take place next Thursday morning at 
10:30 o’clock, For the present the body 
will be placed in a vault in Rock 
Creek Cemetery until the final resting- 
place is decided upon. 

Mrs. Field received today many tele- 
grams of condolence from every part 
of the United States and cables from 
London, one from Ambassador Choate 
and one from Lady Musgrave. The 
President and Mrs. McKinley sent a 
beautiful basket of roses with their 
sympathy, and many distinguished peo- 
ple called to bear messages of love and 
sympathy. 

Chief Justice Fuller and all his as- 
sociates on the Supreme Bench called 
individually during the day. The Su- 
preme Court adjourned out of respect 
to the memory of its late member. 
When the court convened at noon Chief 
Justice Fuller announced the death of 
the venerable jurist, and the adjourn- 
ment of the court in the following 
words: 

“It becomes my sad duty to inform 
the gentlemen of the bar that on yes- 
ter'day, Sunday, evening, Justice Field 
passed from this life. He died full of 
years and honors, and attended by all 
that should accompany old age. 

“His judicial career, has/been unex- 
ampled in tength of @istinguished serv- 
ice, and he occupied a seat upon this 
bench for a longer period than any of 
its members from the beginning. His 
labors left no region of jurisprudence 
unexplored, and now that he rests from 
them this works will follow him. His 
retirement, when he saw port approach- 
ing, was so recent that he hardly 
seems to have been absent, an'd his 
death comes home to us the more 
keenly. 

‘As a mark of respect to ‘his memory 
the court will stand adjourned until 
tomorrow.” 

The decisions which were to be 
handed down today will be delivered 
tomorrow.

Gerard Mitchell and Mrs. Black in 
Evergreen Cemetery. - 

A very curious coincidence’ in 
connection with the recent Long Beach 
tragedy became known yesterday. 

After the death of Mrs. Mary A. 
Black at the Long Beach hotel, it was 
supposed that her body would be sent 
through to San Antonio, Tex., for bur. 
ial, and when her brother arrived from 
Texas such was his intention. He 
changed his mind, however, and de- 
cided to have his sister interred here, 
pending any disposition that might 
be made of the body at future date. 
Being a stranger in Los Angeles, he 
accepted the advice of the Long Beach 
undertaker, and left the arrangement 
of all the details to him.’ In due time 
the remains of Mrs. Black were in- 
terred in one of the perpetually-cared- 
for graves in Evergreen Cemetery. 

When Gerard F. Mitchell, ahose rela. 
tions with Mrs. Black had been of a 
most unconventional kind, committed 
suicide at the house on Taenty-eighth 
street, the news was flashed over the 
wires to his friends, and a brother- 
in-law came to Los Angeles from Mex- 
ico to do the service he could for 
his dead relative. We; too, was quite 
unacquainted in this city, but found 
that perpetually-cared-for graves at 
Kvergreen were not only moderate in 
cost, but afforded a suitable resting 
place for one whose friends might de- 
sire to have the body shipped back to 
them. Under these circumstances the 
remains of F. Gerard Mitchell were de. 
posited also in Evergreen Cemetery, 
with the appropriate funeral’ cere- 
monies. The graves are in the same 
lot, and the man and woman lie side 
by side.

A search of 
the neighborhood was made by several 
patrolmen and citizens, but. no si 
of mischief of any kind could be found, 
It remained for a teamster of the 
Los Angeles-Farming and Milling Come 
pany to locate the spot where the ex- 
plosion occurred. 

A large gate opens off Requena street 
into the milling company’s yard. Yes. 
terday morning, when a driver of the 
company went to open the gate, he 
found one end of it badly shattered. 
Investigation showed that a bomb 
had been exploded under one end of 
the gate, though for what purpose ig 
a mystery, The bomb tore off a 2x4 
scantling about seven feet long and 
hurled it endwise against a ware- 
house near by. with such force that a 
hole avas knocked in the side of the 
building. Two telephone wires from a 
line overhead were down. but whether 
broken by the explosion is not known. 
Fragments of cast iron, evidently pleceg 
of the bomb, were found scattered 
about, and in a hole alongside the 
gate post where the bomb had been 
exploded was found part of an ol@ 
woolen stocking, in which the bomb had 
probably been wrapped. 

The milling company sent for De- 
tectives Auble and Hawley, as soon 
as evidences of the explosion were 
discovered. The detectives made an 
investigation of the affair, but have 
found no clew. The bomb was ex. 
ploded at a place where it could do. 
little harm unless somebody should 
happen to be passing the spot when 
the explosion occurred. The tocality 
is generally deserted at night, so it is 
thought improbable that the person Who 
caused the explosion had designs 
against any human being. Even ff 
damage to property was intended the 
bomb was illy placed for that purpose,

which it employs. Mr. Huber de- 
clared—and THe TIMES has made, in 
effect, the same declaration—that if 
the Republican party in this State 
would continue to be what its foun- 
ders designed it to be, it must get 
rid of the bad elements which now 
control the State Central Committee.

JUSTICE FIELD'S DEATH. 

The death of Justice Stephen J. 
Field, of the United States Supreme 
Court (retired,) removes from earthly 
life a man whose career has been a 
long and eventful one, and’ who ex- 
erted an important influence upon the 
He felt a just 
pride in the fact that his appointment 
came from the great and good Prési- 
dent, Abraham Lincoln. For over 
thirty-four years he occupied the high 
and honorable position of a justice of 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States, his term being the longest on 
record, exceeding that of the great 
Chief Justice, John Marshall, by a 
few months. 
of service, some of the most impor- 
tant cases ever acted upon by the Su- 
preme Court were decided. 3 
. Justice Field, according to his own 
statement, which was submitted to his 
colleagues at the time of his: retire- 
ment in 1897, wrote, during his in- 
cumbency, a total - of 620 opinions, 
which, with 57 in the Circuit Court, 
and 365 in the California Supreme 
Court, made a total of 1042 cases de- 
cided by him in the course of his ju- 
dicial career. 

Justice Field, as a member of the 
Hayes-Tilden electoral commission, in 
1877, took part in a historical event 
which will long be remembered, cast-. 
ing his vote for Tilden, with the Dem- 
ocrats. The National Democratic 
Convention, held at Cincinnati, in 
1880,. gave him 65 votes on the first 
ballot for the nomination to the Pres- 
idency. 

It has often been charged that the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
is an aristocratic body. Justice 
Field denied this, and declared that 
the Supreme Court was in 
reality the most democratic 
feature of our form of gov- 
ernment, “It carries neither the 
purse nor the sword,” he wrote, “but 
it possesses the power of declaring 
the law, and in that is found the safe- 
guard which keeps the whole mighty 
fabric of government from rushing to 
destruction.” 

Full of years and of honors, Justice 
Field has gone to his eternal rest. He 
was one of California’s most illus- 
trious sons (by adoption,) and the 


people of this commonwealth will ever 


feel a pride in his career and his 
greatness. Peace be to his ashes.

WHERE SCIENCE HAS AIDED INDUSTRY. 

When, about four years ago, the 
Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce 
requested the State Mining Bureau to 
send down an expert to make a thor- 
ough investigation of the petroleum 
resources of* this section there was 
little idea that the industry would 
grow to such proportions as it has 
assumed today. At that time, the 
productive petroleum fields of South- 
ern California were limited to those 
of Ventura county .aand Puente, which 
has been profitably worked for a num- 
ber of years, and to the local oil. field, 
in Los Angeles city, which at that 
‘time was confined to the neighbor- 
hood of Second street park, where 
the first oil was struck within the city 
limits. 

In response to the request of the 
Chamber of Commerce, the State Min- 
ing Bureau assigned to this work one 
of its field assistante;—Prof, L. 
Watts, whose work during the past 
four years has been mainly in the oil 
formations of Southern California, It 
is not too much to say that-the devel- 
ment of the petroleum industry in this 
section, until the annual output is 
now about half as great in value as 
the citrus fruit crop of Southern Cali- 
fornia, is largely due to the energetic 
and painstaking investigations of 
Mr. Watts, much of which has been 
detailed in bulletins issued by the 
State Mining Bureau. He was early 
in pointing out the possibilities of the 
profitable Coalinga field, in Fresno 
county, of the beach oil deposits at 
Summerland, in Santa Barbara county, 
and indicated with remarkable pre- 
cision the direction in which the sink- 
ing of wells in the Puente field mght 
be extended, while the eastern exten- 
sion of the Los Angeles city field has 
closely followed the lines mapped out 
by him in one of his bulletins. 

As mentioned in Typ Times, Mr. 
Watts has been recalled to San Fran- 
cisco, to hand in his report on the 
field work to date, for publication in 
a forthcoming bulletin of the Mining 
Bureau. It is also probable that a 
new law passed by the late legislature 
has something to do with his removal 
from the local fteld.

From a 
financial standpoint; Mr. Watts would, 
doubtless, be the gainer by leaving 
the service of the State, as there are 
several’ oil companies and individual 
orators who would be glad to avail 
themselves of his services, while in 
his work for the State he has spent 
a considerable proportion of his mod- 
erate salary in work for which the 
Mining Bureau has not been in posses- 
sion of sufficient funds, including a 
fine relief map of the Puente hills, 
which he has almost completed at a 
cost of over $600 of his own money, 
a duplicate of which map will be pre- 
sented to the Chamber of Commerce. 
Mr. Watts is, however, one of those 
“natural born” ¢onscientious and en- 
thusiastic scientists, who are in love 
with their work for the work’s sake. 
The Governor, who is himself a min- 
ing man, will, doubtless, appreciate 
the value to this end of the State of 
such services as those performed by 
Prof. Watts during the past four 
years, and will see that. he is enabled 
to continue his investigations in the 
local petroleum field, the development 
of which, to judge by the record of 
the past few years, has yet scarcely.

MUNICIPALITIES AND STREET RAIL- 
WAYS 


The city of Detroit is about to try 
an interesting experiment, namely, the 
ownership and operation by the mu- 
nicipality of street railways, a Dill

Successful 
movements of this kind have been 
inaugurated in several European cities, 
and it remains to be seen whether or

Whatever may be thought, however, 
in regard to the ownership of street 
railways by a municipality, there can 
ke~no serious question as to the jus- 
tice and advisability of requiring 
street railroad companies to make 
some sort of a return to the city for 
the large privileges which they énjoy. 
A franchise to construct and operate 
a street-car line in a growing city is a 
valuable asset, and there is no sense 
in giving it away for nothing. Where 
a railroad reaches out into thinly set- 
tled territory, so that it has to léok 
for its profits in the future, it might 
be provided that payments to thle 
city should not begin until after the 
lapse of several years. A certain per- 
centage of the gross returns is the 
only fair and reasonable way in which 
to arrange such payments. . The idea 
of putting a street car franchise up 
at auction, as is done under the pres- 
ent California law, is very much of a 
farce, for the reason that in nine 
cases out of ten there is not more 
than one party ready to make a se- 
rious bid for the privilege, at any 
particular time.

H. GAYLORD WILSHIRE, Los An- 
geles: ‘Theodore Weters in his essay 
on “Gravitation,” in Sunday’s Times, 
states the exact reverse of the truth 
when he says that “gravitation grows 
stronger as the center of the earth is 
approached.” 

As a matter of fact there is no at- 
traction of gravitation at all at the cen- 
ter of the earth, and things have no 
weight there. The poles are nearer the 
center of the earth than the equator, 
the attraction of gravitation is 
really less’ there than at the equator, 
but things weigh more, on the spring 
scale, because the centrifugal force of 
the motion of the earth about its axis 
at the equator more than offsets the 
superior force of gravitation there. 

This is such an elementary proposl- 
tion in physics that a mistake bya 
man styling himself a ‘“‘special’’ con- 
tributor is simply inexcusable. I can 
understand a mistake on a new propo- 
sition like liquid air, but not on so old 
a thing as gravitation. 


THE RALEIGH EXPECTED. 


New York Preparing a Big Recep- 
tion for Commander and Crew 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 


NEW YORK, April 10.—If the cruiser 
Raleigh sails from Hamilton, Bermuda, 
Thursday, as is expected, she will prob- 
ably arrive here Saturday.

MAZET INVESTIGATION. 


RICHARD CROKER’S SON PLACED 
ON THE WITNESS STAND. 


Chief of Police Devery Agaia on the 
Rack—Hedged in His Answers to 
Numerous Questions and Said He 
“Did ‘the Best He Could,” 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, April 10.—Only two 
witnesses of any importance wers put 
on the stand before the Mazet legis- 
lative investigating committee today, 
and though the _ investigation  con- 
tinued for a number of hours into the 
afternoon, no particularly convicting 
evidence was brought out. The inves- 
tigating committee adjourned its ses- 
sion until next Friday, when the chief 
witness will be Richard Croker. 
Frank Croker, son of Richard Croker, 
Was on the stand all morning. He 
testified that he had paid $17,000 to en- 
ter. the Roebling Fire-Proof Company 
and was drawing a salary of $2500 
from it to learn the business. Young 
Croker first said he had given, for his 
170 shares of stock, a check for the 
amount mentioned, but when asked if 
he would produce the canceled check, 
he was gracefully ‘worked into an ad- 
mission that the stock was paid for in 
cash. furnished by his father. He said 
he had got the money in big bills from 
his home and kept it in his room all 
night. He told of being presented 
with $6000 worth of stock in the United 
States Company, “because,” he said, 
they knew we had lots of friends in 
railroads and such places.” 
Chief of Police William S. Devery 
was again put upon the rack after 
Frank Croker had given his testimony.

said Mr. Moss. 

“Well, I don’t mean that,” said the 

Chief. “I am willing to let the public 
know anything, but I decline to answer 
any questions touching on those mat- 
ters you refer to now.”’ 
“Now, Chief,’”’ said Mr. Moss, refer- 
ring to the old charges, “don’t you 
know why it was that with all that 
had occurred in the past which was 
unexplained, undenied, because you had 
no opportunity, as you say, with all 
that had occurred in the past you 
should have been suddenly jumped 
from a captaincy to the chieftaincy in 
three months?

ALL ALONG THE LINE. 


In justice to the Santa Ana Standard 
it should be said that that paper is not 
among those of that place which do 
not encourage the San Pedro Harbor 
Jubilee. The Standard is heartily in 
favor of the celebration. 


The management of the handsome 
new paper started in Santa Barbara 
a few months ago has become involved 
in litigation which has resulted in a 
Suspension of publication. An editorial 
paragraph announcing this fact ex- 
presses also the hope that when the 
clouds shall have rolled by the paper 
will again show a smiling face. 


A gopher ¢tunneled a distance of over 
one hundred feet into the cellar of a 
store in Phoenix, Ariz., and as a result 
the cellar was* flooded and damage 
amounting to $100 was done. Inasmuch 
as the fate of the gopher is not knoavn, 
the only great moral lesson to be drawn 
from the fact seems to be that of the 
power of limited resources backed up 
by persistent effort. 


The men at Santa Barbara who 
caused consternation by proposing to 
put down oil wells on the water front 
have yielded to public sentiment, and 
will not carry oud the project, al- 
though they are confident that there 
is oil where they intended to bore. The 
men who propose to ruin the Westlake 
‘Park district in this city have no such 
consideration for public sentiment. 


The Finance Committee of the Free 
Harbor Jubilee has appealed* to both 
the City Council and the Board of 
Supervisors for contributions. Both 
bodies ought to,- and doubtless will, 
comply. The building of the break- 
water will be a benefit to every prop- 
erty-owner in the county, and it is not 
unjust to ask the county as well as the 


city to contribute a portion of the ex- 


pense of the celebration. 


If postoffice records are a criterion, 
Globe, Ariz., has been growing at a 
rate approaching the proportions of a 
boom during the past year. The post- 
master’s report shows that the total 
amount of money orders issued during 
the first quarter last year was $18,082, 
while the ¢otal this year sas $40,190. 
The gross receipts of postoffice funds 
for the first three months of last year 
amounted to $799.52; this ‘year for the 
game period they amounted to $1245.61. 


The Society for the Prevention of 
‘Cruelty to Animals at Bakersfield has 
taken up a subject Which should be 
considered elsewhere—that of providing 
watering places fer animals, not only 
in the city, but in the country. There 
are long stretches of road in the coun- 
try where no water is to be had for 
horses or other animals. As a result 
the animals are driven 
‘twenty-five miles or more during warm 
weather over dusty roads without hav- 
ing a drop to drink.

THE BIG FLORAL PARADE 


| 


DETAILS DEING FORMULATED TO 
MAKE IT SPLENDID. 


Largest Banquet ‘Ewer Held in the 
United States Will..Be. Held at 
San Pedro April 26—Fifteen 
Thousand People are to Be Fed. 


The details for the Free Harbor Jubi- 
lee floral parade on the afternoon of 
April 27 are being gradwally formu- 
lated. Grand Marshal J. C. Cline will 
have the line of mareh and his assist- 
ants and aids selected within a few 
days. The Americus Club of Pasadena 
will turn out with at least one hun- 
dred and fifty men, all of whom have 
already begun to drill for the parade. 
Troop D, First Brigade, N.G.C., as well 
as the Signal Corps, will participate. 

The paratle will be formed aroumd 
Central Park on Sixth street. All of 


the judges wiH-be non-residents. The- 


judging avill take plaee at 1 o’clock in 
the afternoon. The parade will start 
promptly at 2 o'clock, and no deviation 
from this time will be permitted. Invi- 
tations have been sent by the Floral 
Committee to many who will partici- 
pate in the affair, and entry cards may 
be obtained by any one interested at 
room No. 219, Byrne building. 

Barge No. 2 was launched at San 
Pedro at 10 o’clock this morning amid 
the blowing of whiistles and other evi- 
dences of joy from the population of 
the new harbor site. 

The barkentine Tam O’Shanter has 
begun unloading 700,000 feet of Puget 
Sound timbers made especially for the 
purpose. This lumber is to be used for 
derricks and wharves to be constructed 
on Oatalina Island for the harbor con- 
tractors. : 

Three carloads of air-compressing 
machinery are being anloaded ta be 
used for the quarrying of the rock with 
which the breakwater is to be con- 
structed. 

The Southaestern Commercial Con- 
gress will convene at 10 o’clock a.m., 
April 28, in the rooms of the Chamber 
of Commerce. 

The morning of April 26 at 11 a.m. will 
witness at San Pedro the largest ban- 
quet ever held in the United States. 
This feast is to be part of the festivi- 
ties incidental to the Free Harbor 
Jubilee, and «vill be held in the open 
air. Chairman Fred Harkness of the 
Barbecue Committee has arranged for 
feeding 15,000 persons. Four tons of 
clams are to be provided, with 15,000 
pounds of beef. Twenty-five hundred 
persons are to be fed at a time, the 
site of the banquet to be inclosed with 
a barbed-avire fence, so_ that the big 
crowd can be tthe more readily handled. 
Five hundred gallons of coffee are to, be 
furnished for the banquet. - 


“DECISION FOR UNCLE SAM. 


Ross Giv es an Gpinton Against 
the Southern Pacific. 

An opinion favoring the plaintiff in 
the case of the United States versus the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company; 
was handed down by Judge Ross ofthe 
United States District Court yesterday. 
The net result of the decision is to give 
to the government nearly 610,000 acres 
of land which has heretofore been held. 
and claimed by the railroad company. 

The United States originally brought 
three suits against the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad Company to determine 
title to the odd numbered sections of 
land. within the twenty and thirty- 
mile limits of the grant made by the 
United States to the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company, through an act of 
Congress in March, 1871. The disputed 
land was also situated within taventy 
miles of the general route of the Texas 
Pacific Railroad. The three suits were 
combined, and in rendering-his opinion 
the judge determined that the Texas 
Pacific Railroad had made a valid loca- 
tion of its general route, and all lands 
within twenty-mile limit of that line, 
amounting to about 610,000 acres, were 
excepted from the Southern Pacific 
grants, and that the government is en- 
titled to a decree against the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company for those 
lands. 

It was further decided that the at- 
tempted location of the Texas Pacific 
Railroad Company from Yuma to San 
Diego via San Gorgonio Pass was not 
authorized by act of Congress, and as 
a definite location had never been com- 
pleted; that lands falling within the 
limit of that route, and outsifle of those 
of the direct route of the Texas Pacific, 
were granted to the Southern Pacific 
Company and that that company is en- 
titled to a decree for those lands.

Councilman Pierce asked that the con- 
sideration of the matter be postponed 
for one week. He did not say that he 
would not ultimately vote for the ordi- 
nance, but he had not given the matter 
the consideration that he desired, and 
he wanted more time in which to do 
so. Unless it were postponed, he would 
vote against it. Mr. Toll also asked 
that it be deferred. He eaid that 
while there had been a conference on 
the subject, there had been no oppor- 
tunity to digest the measure. He sug- 
gested that it be referred to the Finance 
Committee to report at the next meet- 
ing. Councilman Vetter said that but 
for the fact that the present license 
laws worked such a hardship to some 
houses and to some homes, he would 
not object to the delay asked, but he 
thought the proposed ordinance under 
-the circumstances should be adopted. 

Judge McKinley, representing the 
druggists, addressed the Council, urg- 
ing an immediate adoption of the ordi- 
nance. He said it was what the busi- 
ness of the druggists demanded, and 
what they as taxpayefs had a yight to 
expect from the Council. 

Councilman Toll, however, vigorously 
opposed the immediate consideration of 
the measure. He made a speech in 
which he showed that there was no 
reason why the druggists should wholly 
escape license on the sales of liquor, 
when every. other branch of trade 
which made that a part of its business 
was compelled to pay a license to the 
government, State and county. He said 
that it is a notorious fact that if this 
ordinance is adopted in its present 
form there will be those who will take 
advantage of it to do a whisky business. 
This did not apply to all druggists, but 
there were those who would like noth- 
ing better than an opportunity such as 
such an ordinance gave them. He did 
not think it fair to the saloon men, or 
to others in the business, that any per- 
son should be granted a license which 
would make it possible for him to open 
a dram shop without a license. On the 
question @f revenue to the eity, he 
pointed to the necessity for the impo- 
sition of some license orm the druggists 
for the sales of whisky as a duty which 
the Council owes to the city. He de- 
clared that here was a_ recognized 
source of revenue, and it would not be 
right to throw it aside when the city 
was so much in need of the money. 
When the matter was voted on, only 
two votes, those of Messrs. Todd and 
Blanchard, were cast in the negative,

THE EIGHTEENTH DEATH. 


Ed J. Glover Dies of Smallpox—No 
New Cases or Suspects Reported. 
The eighteenth death from smallpox 

since the disease was first discovered 
here last November occurred yesterday 
afternoon at the City Hospital, the vic- 
tim being Ed. J. Glover, aged 23, whose 
home was at No. 108 Scuth Grand ave- 
nue. The circumstances attending this 
case make the death an unusually sad 
one. Young Glover was an expert 
draughtsman and was employed by 
Eisen & Hunt. His father died in 
January, leaving him the main support 
of his mother, a sister who is employed 
by the telephone company being her 
only other support. Glover was en- 
gaged to Miss Vera Wilcox, awhose 
home is on Thirty-second street be- 
tween Hoover and McClintick. Her 
father became afflicted with varioloid 
and the attending physician failed to 
make the proper diagnosis of the case 
umil a number of persons had been ex- 
posed toit. The daugthter took the dis- 
ease later, but as she had been vacci- 
nated it assumed a mild form: Glover 
had been a frequent caller at the house 
and became infected. He had never 
been vaccinated, and when the disease 
developed in, him, which it did a few 
days after’ the young lady had been 
taken to ¢he hospital, it assumed a 
mach more serious form than her case. 
He, too, was removed to the hospital, 
where he became gradually worse un- 
til yesterday, when death ended his 
sufferings. The remains were buried 
last night. The young lady is rapidly 
recovering. When told yesterday of 
the death of her lover she was pros- 
trated.

It was first suggested that an ordi- 
nance be adopted forbidding the use of 
jars, but Milk Inspector Hood stated 
that if the board would only indicate 
that it did not desire the jars used, the 
dairymen would be glad of the oppor- 
tunity to abandon them. He declared 
that the dairymen considered the jars 
a nuisance, and only used them be- 
cause some customers had an idea that 
they were getting a better quality of 
milk out of them, when in fact they 
might be getting milk from a jar that 
had not been washed for a week. The 
subject was discussed for more than 
half an hour, and finally Dr. Smith 
presented this resolution: 

“Owing to the abuses and dangers 
arising from the use of uncleaned glass 
milk jars, it is the sense of this board 
that the use of such bottles or jars be 
discontinued after April 15, and that 
on and after that date the deliverers of 
milk be requested to deliver milk only 
from cans.’’ 

The resolution was unanimously 
adopted, and the Milk Inspector was 
directed to notify the dairymen of it. 

Meat Inspector Hughes submitted 
reports of the inspections he had made 
and the condemnations of meats he had 
ordered for January, February and 
March. The report was ordered placed 
on file. | Mr. Burnett appeared before 
the board asking relief from the city on 
account of the financial condition in 
which he had been placed as a result 
ofac of smallpox in his family. A 
nurse fed been engaged, as he thought, 
by the city, and although he had paid 
all his other bills he found it impos- 
sible to pay the nurse. He asked that 
the city make the payment, especially 
as she had been employed not by him, 
but for the purpose of protecting the 
public from a spread of the disease 
from his family.

THREE BAD BOYS FROM WHITTIER 
IN COURT. 
Tough Youngster Who Has Been in 
Jail More Times Than He Can 
Remember—A Burglar and Proud 
of It. 


A young fellow answering to the 
name of Jack Nupof was brought to 
trial yesterday before Judge Smith and 
a jury, on the charge of being a receiver 
of stolen property.

MORE WATER LITIGATION. 


Two Pomona Companies Contend 
Over a Subterranean Flow. 

Yet another water suit has been be- 
gun, this time by the Del Monte Irri- 
gation Company against the Consol- 
idated Water Company of Pomona, to 
restrain that corporation from divert- 
ing water from;-a certain subterra- 
nean channel by means of a tunnel, and 
for $100,000 as damages. | 

It is alleged by the plaintiff that in 
March, 1897, the Pomona Land and 
Water Company owned the right to 
take water from. Martin cienegas, 
with the wells, pipes and ditches. TheSe 
rights were assigned and made over 
to the present plaintiff, and the Po- 
mona Land and Water Company aft- 
erward sold about twenty-one hundred 
acres of its lands, and issued 21,000 
| shares of plaintiff’s capital stock. No 
other shares have been issued by the 
Del Monte Irrigation Company, the 
water rights being held for the use 
and benefit of these stockholders. 

It is averred that the waters de- 
scribed in the deed and so. conveyed 
to the irrigation company are artesian 
wells, and have their source in the 
San Antonio Cafion, which empties it- 
self about three miles to the north- 
east of the lands described in the deed, 

In 1894 Peter Fleming and James 
Becket are alleged to have run a 
tunnel about one and a half miles 
north of the Martin cienegas, and di- 
verted the subterranean stream flow- 
ing from the San Antonio Cafion. Such 
diversion was continued until 1897. 
when the present defendant is alleged 
to have acquired the rights of Becket 
and Fleming in the tunnel, and are 
said to be conveying the waters to 
lands not adjacent and to which the 
waters are not accessory. The plaintiff 
avers that this diversion by means 
of the tunnel has caused its artesian 
wells to cease to flow, by which it has 
suffered damage to the extent of $100.- 
000. The court is now asked to per- 
petually enjoin the defendant, and by 
mandatory injunction compel the clos- 
ing of the tunnel. 


SUIT FOR DAMAGES. _ 


A Plaintiff Who Held a Lease With 
a Hitch on It. 

An action has been begun by John 
Fogal against Phoebe Davis, to recover 
$150 as damages, under somewhat un- 
usual circumstances. 

It is alleged in the complaint filed 
yesterday in the case that in October, 
1897, the plaintiff leased from Mrs. 
Davis a tract of land containing about 
fifty-one acres, in this county. The 
terms of the lease, however, were un- 
usual, for it was provided that the 
plaintiff was to have the land for 
one year, on condition that he clear 
off the weeds upon it and keep it 
in good order so as to make a good 
showing to prospective purchasers of 
the tract. But this stipulation was 
qualified, it~ being stipulated that 
the lease was to run for one year, un- 
less sold in the mean time. In the 
event of the land being sold, the de- 
fendant—reservedthe right—of—terrhin- 
ating the lease. 

The plaintiff alleges that he had 
cleared the acreage of weeds by Novem- 
ber 1, and had it in good order up to 
April, 1898, avhen Mrs. Davis served 
notice upon him that his right to hold 
the land had ceased, inasmuch as it 
had been sold to one J. L. Haley, and 
requiring him to vacate. Bélieving 
the representations thus made, Fogal 
avers that he moved out and suren- 
dered possession. But since then he 
has discovered, he alleges, that the 
tract of land never was sold, and is 
still owned by Mrs. Davis. and that in 
being ousted front his lawful possession 
he suffered damage. The specific claim 
is made for $150, inasmuch as he was 
deprived of the profit of harvesting 
the crop of alfalfa that was grown 
during the actual term of the lease.

It is safe to 
say that fully nine-tenths of the popu- 
lation of the United States favor the 
construction of the canal by this gov- 
ernment, and yet the settlement of the 
matter is put off from time to time, on 
one pretext or another. The benefit to 
the United States, commercially, which 
would result from the construction of 
the canal can hardly be overestimated. 


We, on the Pacific Coast, must appreci- | 


ate this thoroughly, and no stone should 
be left unturned to secure the passage 
of a Nicaragua Canal bill at the next 
session of Congress. 

“The committee appointed to raise 
the necessary funds for the entertain- 
ment of the National Educational As- 
siciation convention has decided to raise 
$15,000 for that purpose. This is purely 
a business proposition, and will cer- 
tainly appeal to every man of judg- 
ment.

POMONA, April 10.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.}] A very quiet election today is followed 
by quite a jubilee on the part of the anti- 
saloonists. The question of licensing or not 
licensing the saloon in the town was sub- 
mitted as a separate question and voted on 
at a special election not in any way con- 
nected with the regular polling place. This 
was in accordance with the platforms of 
both the anti-saloon and the Citizens’ Re- 
form parties, both agreeing to abide by the 

decision of the people. 

At this special election the Frst Ward de- 
clared by a majority of 44 for no saloons, 
the Second Ward by a majority of 37 for 
high license saloons, the Third Ward by a 
majority of 17 for no saloons, the Fourth 
Ward by a majority of 22 for no saloons, and 
the Fifth Ward by a majority of 54 for 
no saloons, or a total majority of 100 for 
“‘dry;'’ 1106 votes were cast. 

The results of the election for city officers 
follows: In the First Ward, James Harvey, 
Citizens’ Reform party, was elected member 
of the Board of Trustees by a majority of 59;

RANDSBURG, April 9..— [Regular Corre- 
spondence.]

It is in the continua- 
tion of the slope and wash from the stringer 
country. Qne party has sunk a shaft, striking 
the bedrock at about thirty feet, and found a 
rich streak of gravel next the bedrock, in 
thickness from eighteen to thirty-six inches.
